CODEINE, THE NEW MENACE 

the Hague Conference in 1912 
i was decided not to include codeine 
finong the drugs which might give 
the habit of addiction. The experts 
on Whose advice the League of Na- 
tions relied gave the opinion that 
codeine was practically harmless ag 
regards the production of drug ad- 
diction, 

The United States investigation 
had revealed few, if any, certain 
eases of codeine addiction, Dr. Woiff, 
one of the experts referred to, says 
that only seven cases of primary co- 
deine addiction are known. 

But the use of codeine has incis 
rapidly within recent years 
euriously enough the figure per mil- 
lion inhabitants is about ten times 
great in Canada and in France as in 
Great Britain; the anual imports in- 
to Canada have increased about 
three-fold in the last decade,  Mor- 
phine users are using codeine injee- 
tions as a substitute for morphine
